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UNPUNISHED BANK-WRECKERS. 


THE EX-PRESIDENT AND THE EX-CASHIER 
OF THE PENN BANK ACQUITTED OF THE 
CHARGE OF CONSPIRACY. 

PirTsBurG, Pa., June 24.—The greatest in- 
terest was manifested today in the trial of the 
conspiracy dase against ex-President William 
N. Riddle and ex-Cashier G. L. Reiber of the 
defunct Penn Bank of this city, it being gen- 
erally known that the jury had agreed upon a 
verdict. The court-room was filled to its ut- 
most capacity this morning, and the corridors 
leading to the room were jammed. About 
half-past 9 o’cluck court was opened, and the 
jury stated that it had found a verdict of 
„not guilty,”’ and that the costs should be 
paid by the prosecutors, Directors Cavett and 
Carroli. There was some lively applause, but 
it is suppressed by the court. After the de- 
fendants had been congratulated ex-President 
Riddle, knowing that there was a writ for his 
arrest on a judgment obtained by C. E. Stew- 
art & Brothers, went inte court and gave 
bail in $10,000. The amount of the judgment 
against him was $5,000. He was released from 
custody and was again the recipient of con- 
gratuiations. The attorneys for the deposit- 
ors say that the result of the trial will undoubt- 
edly win for them the civil suits now pending 
against the directors of the bank for negii- 
gence. 

[About a year ago the Penn Bank, which had 
been looked upon as one of the strongest financial 
institutions in Pennsylvania, closed its doors. Its 
collapse beggared thousands of depositors and 
crippled or bankrupted hundreds of oil specu- 
lators. An investigation which was soon set on 
foot convinced the people that the bank had been 
looted by President Riddle and Cashier Reiber. 
They attempted to get up a big corner on oil, and 
lost heavily. In order to carry on their operations, 
it is alleged, they appropriated to their own uses 
$1,500,000 of the bank’s money. It was charged and 
not seriously disputed that they conspired to get 
up a system of false accounts, and caused the 
names of myths to be placed on the books. The di- 
rectors were thus hoodwinked, depositors 
swindled, and the great oil bank wrecked. The 
counsel for the defense contended that the prose- 

eution was a gigantic conspiracy gotten up bya

ADVICES FROM WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 24.—The outbreak 
of the Cheyenne Indians which was threatened 
Saturday last, has been brewing fora year or 
longer. Army officials here attribute it toa 
dissatisfaction on the part of the Indians at 
the leasing of their reservation to cattle 
men. The Cheyennes’ reservation is one of the 
largest in the Indian Territory. It comprises 
about 4,279,000 acres. Of this amount more than 
8,000,000 acres are controlled by cattlemen who 
are grazing Vast herds, The Indians are di- 
vided on the question of leasing the land, the 
majority apparently being opposed to it. It is 
said here by officials that cattlemen have re- 
sorted to questionable methods in securing 
control of ranches. 

Reports on file at the office of the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs indicate that the leas- 
ing of lands was the original cause of the 
trouble among the Indians. These reports 
are from Agent Dyer on the Cheyenne Reserva- 
tion, who ranks as one of the best agents in 
the Indian service. He was appointed to his 
present position about one year ago. Imme- 
diately after assuming his duties he informed 
the Interior Department that trouble was 
threatened, and that unless precautionary 
measures were taken an outbreak would be 
inevitable. He asked that 1,000 cavalrymen be 
sent to the reservation. As a reason for his 
statement Agent Dyer said that his predeces- 
sor had not exercised strict control over the 
Indians; that they had been allowed to do 
as they wished. Mr. Dyer, on assuming 
the duties of the agency, endeavored to 
control the Indians. He reported to the Com- 
missioner of Indian Affairs that they laughed 
at his attempts and boasted that the Govern- 
ment could do nothing with them. Agent 
Dyer was in Washington some weeks since. 
He urged that 3,000 cavalrymen be sent to the 
reservation as soon as possible to “scare the 
Indians and show them that the Government 
bad a sufficient force to punish them if neces- 
sary. He thought if this method of infiuen- 
cing them was adopted they could be con- 
trolled without bloodshed on either side. He 
said the Cheyennes were as Warlikeas the 
Apaches; that they were well armed and could 
put from 1,200 to 1,500 warriors on the war- 
path at any time. 


THE COLORADO TROUBLES. 

Denver, Colo., June 24.—The following par- 
ticulars of the Indian troubles in the southern 
part of the State are just received: Saturday 
evening a party of Indians camped on Beaver 
Creek, a tributary of the Dolores River, sixty 
miles west of Durango, got into an altercation 
with cowboys about horses, which the cow- 
boys claimed the Indians were trying to steal. 
One Indian ran to a tepee, where there were 
three other bucks, one squaw, one papoose, 
and a boy. The cowboys followed and 
opened fire on the Indians in the 
tepee, killing four bucks, a squaw, and a pa- 
poose, and wounding the boy, who got away. 
That nigut at 10 o’cleck in Montezuma Valley. 
twenty miles distant, a man named Genther 
sat reading. His wife was preparing for bed, 
their children being asleep. The wife heard a 
noise, ran out, and found the house on 
fire.

INTERESTING LITIGATION, 


THE FIELD-LEITER PARTITION SUIT~—THE 
SCHOOL-LEASE CASE COMPROMISED. 

The recent opinion of the Supreme Court in 
the partition case of Levi Z. Leiter against 
Marshall Field shows that the decree of the 
court was reversed principally upon the ground 
that the court had exceeded its powers in mak- 
ing its decision. The premises in question are 
situated on the southeast corner of Washing- 
ton and Market streets, and belonged jointly 
to Field and Leiter, and the court below found 
that the property could not be divided into 
equal parts in quantity and value. It there- 
fore entered a-decree ordering a partition iuto 
two equal stores and directing the payment of 
a small sum to the party whose share was 
of the less value. The building was an 
old one, in poor condition, and would rent for 
less if used as two stores than if used as one. 
The Supreme Court heid that the decree should 
have provided that if the property could not 
be partitioned equally between the owners 
without the payment of any money] it should 
have been ordered to be sold. The English 
chancery practice allowed the payment of a 
money difference, but that rule had not been 
followed in Illinois, and the decree would have 
to be reversed and the cause remanded.

MONDAY’S DEATHS— 
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His Bitter Reviling at the Britis Gov- 
ernment for Its Policy of In- 
decision. 


Eighty Thousand Lives Uselesly Sacrificed 
—Chafings of a Proud Spirit under 
Restraint. 


Loxpor, June 24.— [Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. |—The literary sensation 
of the day 1s the publication of the diaries kept 
by Gen. Gordon during the long siege of Khar- 
toum. The volume is sure to have an exten- 
sive sale, although it cannot be said to be pleas- 
ant reading for any class of people likely to 
buy n. To the late Government it 
must read like a terrible indictment, 
and to the statesmen now coming into 
power it is a _ revelation of the 
difficulties and dangers in their path in dealing 
with the Egyptian problem. To the personal 
friends of the late commander it comes like a 
grewsome voice from the grave, telling a tale 
of mortal misery in language often weird, un- 
canny, and uncouth. To those who wish to still 
regard Gen. Gordon as an ideal Christian here 
it will bring a shock of disappointment, for it 
lays bare ali the starting incongruities of bis 
character, which were apparently intensified 
by his sufferings, perplexities, and despair to 
the verge of madness. The diaries reveal three 
predominant ideas. The first was that he could 
**smash the Mahdi if Zobehr Pasha were sent 
to his aid, the question ot relieving the garri- 
son of Khartoum having been de- 
layed until it was too late for ac 
tion; secondly, he was convinced that 
the idea that Egypt was governed by the 
Egyptians was a piece of utter fiction—that it 
was governed in every detail by Englishmen, 
and that England was thus responsible for its 
fate; thirdly, Gen. Gordon personally be- 
lieved that Mr. Gladstone's Government de- 
sired his death to settie the difficulty and end 
the clamor for a relief expedition. 

The Standard, in an editorial on Gen. Gor- 
don's diary, says that itis such a crushing in- 
dictment of Mr. Gladstone’s policy that there 
is hardly room to feel regret for the few ex- 
purgations made. 

THE BOOK. 

Boston, Mass., June 24.—“ The Journals of 
Gen. (Chinese) Gordon at Khartoum, extracts 
from which follow, will make a crown 8vo. 
volume of over 500 pages, and will be pub 
lished Tuesday next, June 30. The book 
will. contain. an etched portrait of 
Gen. Gordon, two maps, and 
lustrations, reproduced in facsimile from 
sketches by Gen. Gordom himself, 
Gen. Gordon's diaries are in six parts. The 
first ia from the 10th of September to the 23d 
of September, and contains seventy-eigut 
pages. The second is from the 23d of Septem- 
ber to the 30th of September, and contains 
forty-one pages. The third is from the Ist to 
the 12th of October, and contains eighty-five 
pages. The fourth is from the 12th to the 20th 
of October, and contains thirty-two pages. The 
fifth is from the 20th of October to the 
5th of November, and contains ninety-three 
pages. The sixth is from 5th of Novémber to 
the 14th of December, and contains 104 pages.

THE. GOVERNMENT'S INDECISION. 

“Tf it is right to send up an expedition now, 
‘why was it not right to send it up before? It 
is all very well to say one ought to consider 
the difficulties of the Government, but it is 
not easy to get over a feeling that ‘a hope ex- 
isted of no expedition being necessary owing 
to our having fallen.’ As for myseif person- 
ally, I feel no particular rancor on the subject; 
but I own 1 do not care to show 
that I like men, whoever they may be, 
who act in such a calculating way, and I do 
not think one is bound to act the hypocrit’s 
part and pretend to be friendly towards them. 
I do not judge the question of abandoning the 
garrison or not; what I judge is the indecision 
of the Government. They did not dare to say, 
‘Why doesn’t he garrison?’ So they prevent me 
trom leaving for the equator with the 
determination not to relieve me and the hope 
—well, I will not say what their hope was— 
(March, April, August)—‘ Why, he ougbt to 
have surrendered, he said six months.’ 
There is my point of complaint. A heavy 
lum column, however strong, is now 
here in this land. Parties of forty or sixty 
men moving swiftly about will do more than 
any column. If you lose two or three, 
what of it? „ It is the chance of war. 
Native allies, above all things, at whatever 
cost. It is the country of the irregular, not of 
the regular. Ioan say, I owe the defeats in 
this country to having artillery with me, which 
delayed me much, and it was the artiliery with 
Hicks which, in my opinion, did for him, 

**T altogether decline the imputation that the 
projected expedition has come to relieve me. 
It has come to save our national honor in ex- 
tricuting the garrisons, etc., from a position in 
which our action in Egypt has placed these 
garrisons. I wag relief expedition No. L

self, I could make good my retreat at any mo- 
ment. iI wished. Now realize what would hap- 
pen if this first relief expedition was to bolt 
and the steamers fell into the hands of the 
Mahdi; this second relief expedition (for the 
honor of England engaged in extricating gar- 
risons) would be somewhat hampered. We, 
the first and second expeditions, are equally 
engaged for the bonor of Engiand. This is 
fair logic. I came up to extricate the garri- 
sons and failed.

It is a 
miserable country, but it is joined 
to Egypt, and to my idea it would 
be difficult to divorce the two, When 
one thinks of the enormous loss of life which 
has taken place in the Soudan since 1880, and 
the general upset of all government, one can- 
not help feeling vicious against Sir Aukland 
Calvin, Sir Edward Mallet, and Sir Charies 
Dilke, for it is on account of these three men, 
whose advice was taken by her Majesty's Goy- 
ernment, that ali these sorrows are due. We 
are an honest nation, but our diplomatists are 
cronies and not offi¢ially honest. 

CONTEMPT FOR CERTAIN PERSONS, 
_ I declare solemaly that it it were not for 
the honor’s sake of our nation I would let these 
people slide. They are of the very feeblest 
nature, and the Arabs are ten times better, but 
because they are wegk there is 60 
much more the reason to try and hep 
them, for I think it was for such 
worthless creatures that the Lord 
came to deliver us.

I think Col. Stewart is hard on our 
men as to their cowardice. They dre not 
heroes, I grant, but they are not to my mind 
entire cowards. 

“TI must say I am against doctors. If a man 
is suffering intense pain and isin a more or 
less desperate condition I would give as much 
morphine as would still the pain. There is 
nothing like a civil war to show what skunks 
men are. One of my greatest worries are the 
shaggyeh, who are continually feathermg 
towards us or towards the Mahdi. I expect 
both sides despise them equally. 


A HEROIC RESOLUTION. 

“Tf in two days I find the news correct that 
the Mahdi is still in Kordofan I shall let out all 
the political prisoners, which will shock the 
townspeople, but will be a true joy and de- 
light to me, for it has been a work utterly re- 
pugnant to me. I Uke free WII 
‘we left God with our own Frese 
will, We must return with our 
own free wil. I hate aforced subjection, and 
I feel sure that to let these people out with 
free will to go to the Arabs or not will be good 
policy. I must say that I feelit a great com- 
pliment when my counselors say to me, Do 
what you think is right, irrespective 
of our advice,” when they know I 
am ignorant of all that goes 
on; ignorant of the Arab language, except my 
style; ignorant of the customs, etc., etc. 
Fou will do better than we do, is what they 
say, and I, poor devil, do not know where to 
turn. O, our Government, our; Government! 
what has it not to answer for? Not to me, but 
to these poor people. I deciare, if I thought 
the town wished the Mahdi 1 would give it up, 
so much do I respect free WII.

HATRED OF DIPLOMATISTS. 

„J must say I hate ourdiplomatists. Idwell 
on the joy of never seeing Great Britain again, 
with its horrid, wearisome. dinner 
ties and miseries, How we can put up 
with those things passes my imagination, 

Itisa perfect bondage. At those dinner 
parties we are allia masks, saying what we do 
not believe, eating and drinking things we do 
not want,and then abusing one another. I 
would sooner live like a dervish with the 
Mahdi than go out to dinner every night in 
London. I hope if any English General 
comes to Khartoum he wil not ask 
me to dinner. Why men cannot be 
friends without bringing their wretched stom- 
ach in is astounding. It certainly is a curious 
exemplification of how very lightly religions 
sit on men and note the fearful apostasy of 
both Musselman and Christian when their 
lives and property are menaced. There is 
scarcely one great family of the Soudan fami- 
lies who can trace their pedigree for 500 years 
who have not accepted Mahomet Achmet 
as Mahdi to save their property, though 
they laughed at the idea afterwards. I am 
afraid to say what numbers have been killed 
through this present policy, certainly some 80,- 
000; and it is not over yet. For my part, I 
hope they (the Arabs) will all run away. We 
bave in a most effectuai way restored tne 
slave trade anc slave-hunting, for her Majes- 
ty’s Government cannot keep the Soudan, and 
never will Egypt be able to govern it. The 
only thing to be done is to give it to the Sultan. 

A PITIFUL SPECTACLE. 

* What an end of the diplomacy of her Majes- 
ty’s Government! and it was so easy when I 
left in January, 1880, to have settled it, quietiy 
giving up Kordofan, Darfur, and Babrgazelle, 
and the equator with decency and quiet. I 
wantto get out of the affair, but with de- 
cency. Put yourself in my position. If you 
say: ‘Rapid retreat and leave Sennaar 
to its fate, I will. say: ‘No: I would 
sooner die first,’ and will resign my 
commission, for I could not do it.

The Hon. William E. Chandler, ex-Secretary

ing the Dolphin matter a pretext to cast a slur 
upon the management of the Naval Depart- 
ment under his 1 0 1 for 
political purposes. ealludes seve times, 
satirically, to Mr. Whitney’s expressed fear 
lest he be governed by a spirit of resent- 
ment in the ase.“ He says: Mr. Whit- 
ney has already in his acknowledged spirit 
ot resentment’ prejudged somebody. The 
Attorney-General can only say which is the 
criminal, Mr. Boach or the designers of the 
Dolphin. Une or the other the Attorney-

Second—At the expiration of four months the 
contractor was to repair, at his Own expense, any 
discovered defects. 

Third—A final trial at the end of three months, 
and full payment if no defects were fonnd. 

These conditions, the ex-Secretary contends, 
show no “‘absence of effective stipulations,” 
as charged by Mr. Whitney.

GREAT DISCOVERY. 


A MODE OF TELEPHONING OR TELEGRAPH- 
ING WITHOUT BATTERIES. 

Fort Worth, Tex., June 21.—For three 
years past T. H. Brown of this city has been at 
work on an invefition on which a patent was 
allowed last week, but which has not been is- 
sued yet at the request of Brown to his law- 
yers in Washington. The invention is a mag- 


netic telephone and telegraph without bat- 
teries, a new system of transmitting sound and 


any kind. Brown has had a hard time perfect- 
ing his invention, being refused aid by those 
to whom be applied. A short time ago Edwin 
F. Masterson, a lawyer of means and well ac- 
quainted with prominent Eastern telegraph and 
telephone men, saw the instrument, tested it, 
and at once wrote to a director of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company and President of 
the Overland Telephone Company, setting 
forth the wonderful workings of the 
invention. The Western Union official 
went to Gen. Charles A. Tinker and 
asked him to issue instructions to 
some experienced manager in a Texas 
Office at or near Fort Worth to have 
the instrument tested over the Western Union 
lines and report to him at once. C.J. Frankel, 
manager here, received the instructions, and 
ordered the Cleburne manager to assist him. 
This afternoon at 1 o’clock Mr. Frankel, Mr. 
Brown, the inventor, Mr. Masterson, J. H. 


Murphy and Robert L. Moore, operators, were 


in the Fort Worth office. Mr. Grainger, an 
electrician, and C. M. Bouder, manager at Cle- 
burne, were in the Cleburne office. The bat- 
teries on the Hne were cut off from the wire 
thirty-ewht miles long, and the magnate trans- 
mitter and receiver attached at both ends of 
the line. For two bours the test went on, all 
parties talking, and the operators, by tapping 
on the diaphragm of the instrument, telegrapb- 
ing to the Cleburne operator and receiving au 
answerin the same manner. The voices of 
the Cleburne parties were very distinct, and a 
marked feature was the absence ot all foreign 
noises interfering with and incident to other 
systems. After the test was completed Gen. 
‘Tinker was telegraphed: 

Referring to your letter of June 14, test made 
over a thirty-eight mile circuit; worked satisfac- 
‘torily, without a particle of battery. Full report 
by mail tomerrw. FRANKEL. 

The instrument used today was composed of 
two ounces of wire and a half pound of steel, 
and can be made for 25 cents. The transmit- 
ter is simply a horseshoe magnet, either pole 
being cove.ced with a fine wire, coiled careful- 
ly. The armature isa disk of steel, against 
which the voice is thrown, transmitted through 
the magnet to the wire. The receiver is simi- 
lar, with smaller magnet. It is claimed by the 
inventor that he can transmit the voice around 
the world or across the Atlantic Ocean, there 
being no limit to distance, all that is necessary 
being the increase in size of magnet. The one 
used today, weighing half a pound, was capa- 
ble of transmitting the voice seventy-five miles. 
The cost of batteries is said to be $100,000 
yearly, which would be saved by this inven- 
tion. In telegraphing the key attachment now 
in use would be applied and but very little 
noise would be made. The receiving operator 
would have a disk attached to his ear, hung by 
a hook in a cap or strapped around his head. 
The noise now incident to _ telegraph 
offices would be done away with. No 
one could steal information transmitted to 

stock exchanges, etc. The tele- 
graph would be absolutely secret. The in- 
ventor says, further, that the instruments 
could be carried on all trains, and, in case of 
accident between stations, could be attached 
to a telegraph wire and notice given to any sta-

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seeing that these penaities are removed and a 
mild rate of interest substituted for them, will 
let his property go by default and be bid in by 
the State, knowing that he can redeem it when- 
ever he pleases at a reasonable figure. In 
some cases the taxes will be allowed to run 
until the property is sold, the delinquent taxes 
being made a part of the consideration. In 
other cases they will not be paid until the 
owner dies and his heirs want to _ settle 
up the estate. The county will not 
collect its money. The city will be deprived of 
its revenues, and, since it can no longer issue 
certificates of indebtedness, will have to de- 
fault on all its payments. The worst feature 
of the case, however, will be in regard to 
special assessments. The city spends in street 
improvements, etc., $3,000,000 or $4,000,000 a 
year. The contractors expect to get their 
money promptly. That is one of the consider- 
ations on which they make low bids for the 
work. But the moment property-owners un- 
derstand that there need be no haste about 
paying, because it costs them little or nothing 
to be delinquent, that moment they wil! decline 
to pay, and the contractor will be left in the 
lurch. It is possibie that the city may turn 
over to hima lot of certificates or other un- 
bankable paper, and all he can do is to go 
around and beg the people who owe the money 
to pay it to him. The following year the con- 
tractors, having learned by experience, will 
make arrangements to meet this contingency, 
and will charge 40 or 50 per cent more for all 
the work they do than they are now charging, 
and properly so, because uncertain when they 
shall get their pay. 

Then there will be a universal return to the 
old-fashioned system of shinning which used 
to prevail in this city a few years ago. The 
county will be trying to borrow money, the 
city will be trying to borrow, the contractors 
will be trying to borrow, and the only con- 
tented pecvile left will be a few real-estate 
speculators who areScarrying a quantity of 
property in the hope that there may come a 
sudden rise which will enable them to dispose 
of it at such prices as to lift them out of the 
mire. To leave it to the honor of a man to 
pay his taxes is very short-sighted policy. 
There are few who will resist the temptation of 
having the State or the city carry their taxes 
for them at the mild rate of 10 per cent tor six 
months. 


TRANSPORTATION PROBLEMS, . 


THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE COMMITTEE 
COMMENCES ITS SESSION IN MINNEAPO- 
LIS—EVIDENCE OF A LARGE SHIPPER. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 24.— [Special. 

The Inter-State Commerce Committee arrived 

here today from Omaha. Nearly 2,800 folios 

of notes have been taken by the stenographer 
thus far. The committee will be in St. Paul 
tomorrow, and then adjourn till fall, when, 

Senator Cullom said, they will take a Southera 

trip. The Senator said that their investigation 

had developed a general opinion upon all sides 
that something should be done, but just 
when no one is prepared to say. 

In many States, where the railroads are cutting 

each other’s throats, their representatives 

themselves clamor for some regulation. This 
is the case in Illinois, his own State. Here and 
in others of the Western States the preponder- 
ance of evidence comes from the farmers, al- 
though the railroads often come in and present 
their case. Senator Piatt said that while in St. 
Louis a prominent railroad man said that un- 
less matters were changed eighteen months 
from now he could count the solvent roads 
of the country on the fingers of one 
hand. In the West there is no 
such intense competition between roads, 
the complaints coming more generally 
from those who had dealings with the roads. 

At Des Moines and Omaba they got at the agri- 

cultural sentiment of the country pretty well. 

The committee met a Minneapolis delegation 

headed by C. A. Pilisbury thisafternoon. The 

expression of the delegation was that they did 

not want any legislation, and would not favor 

a law prohibiting pooling by railroads. Mr. 

Pillsbury, who is at the head of the great Pills 

bury flouring mills, said that the railroads could 

not carry out their grain rates without the 
formation of a pool, and pools had never been 
successful, owing to the lack of confidence be- 
tween the severalroads. They would take their 
chances from the benefit arising from the com- 
petition rather than from legislation. He did not 
think that the shippers wanted anything done 
at all. As to complaints, he knew the farmers 
in Dakota were complaining, but they always 

did that. Minnesota farmers also complain of

TURMOIL IN PANAMA. | 

PANAMA, June 16.—The new régime in Pan- 
ama does not seem to share a happier fate 
than many of its predecessors. Local opinion, 
both native and foreign, condemns it as arbi- 
trary and oppressive and as nothing less than 
a dictatorship intensely illiberal and absolute- 
ly irresponsible. A torced loan was the first 
matter, the sum being fixed at $1,000,000. This 
was assessed insuch a manner that the poor 
were called upon to pay as much as the rich.

THE Lower House of the Lllinois Legis- 
lature engaged ina wrangle yesterday over 
the expense accounts of members for visiting 
State institutions, but they were finally al- 
lowed. The General Tax-Levy bill was or- 
dered ‘to third reading after reducing the 
amount from $2,000,000 to $1,500,000. The 
bill allowing the Clerk of the Criminal Court 
of a county to hold office until the November 
election of 1886 was xlso advanced to third 
reading.

The report 
of the committee appointed to investigate 
charges of corruption was laid before the 
House and by that body laid on the table 
and the Clerk instructed to make no record 
of it, and the committee discharged. 


A BILL was filed in the County Court of 
Cook County yesterday by Mr. A. W. Green 
on behalf of Judge Smith in his fight for the 
Mayoralty. The complainants, six in num- 
ber, declare that they desire to contest the 
election of Carter Harrison on the grounds 
that Judge Smith received about 1,000 ma- 
jority, and that divers persons, who were not 
qualified electors and who were not entitled 
to vote, to the number of 867 and upwards, 
did vote for Carter H. Harrison for Mayor in 
the various election districts of the First, 

Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, Tenth, Seventeenth, and Eighteenth 
Wards, and that these illegal votes were 
counted by the election officers of the re- 
spective precincts for Harrison, and were in- 
cluded in the returns so canvassed and formed 
part of the aggregate vote credited to said 
Harrison. They also claim that if the ille- 
gal votes credited to Harrison had been purged 
from the returns, the canvass would have 
shown the election of Sidney Smith to the 
office of Mayor of the city. 


ANOTHER outrageous miscarriage of jus- 
tice is reported in the acquittal of Riddle 
and Reiber, the men who ruined’ the Penn 
Bank at Pittsburg less than a year ago. 
Riddle was President and Reiber cashier, and 
they conspired to use the funds of the bank 
in speculating in oil, while they deceived the 
directors by a system of false accounts. The 
bank was one of the oldest and strongest 
financial institutions in Pennsylvania, but it 
could not stand the loss of a million and a 
half of dollars. When it broke a large num- 
ber of depositors were completely ruined. 
Investigation showed that the bank had 
been literally plundered by the President 
and cashier, who had embezzled the 
money and used it attempting to get 
up a corner in oil, while the books 
had been doctored with false accounts and 
mythical depositors, so that the directors 
were completely deceived. It wasa case of 
larceny rather than embezzlement, and the 
money was Virtually stolen for the purpose 
of gambling in the oil market. Yet, with 
these facts made clear beyond all dispute, the 
jury found the defendants not guilty! The 
jurors must have been actually corrupt or else 
incapable of appreciating common honesty 
in business transactions. 


THE VETERANS AT PORTLAND. . 

Certain persons at Portland, Me., recently 
proposed to advertise themselves to all the 
world as afflicted with teetotalism in the form 
ot a monomania. They announced their pur- 
pose to search the baggage of the arriving 
veterans to see if they could find anywhere a 
bottle of liquor that might be confiscated under 
the law. Fanaticism was to have such full 
sway, even on an occasion set apart for a 
patriotic celebration, that the ordinary civili- 
ties and courtesies due the veterans of the 
Union army were to be forgotten, and the 
old soldiers were to be run down with search- 
warrants as soon as they arrived in town. 
Happily the people of Portland did not ap- 
prove these notions, but took summary meas- 
ures to suppress the cranks. ‘The sensible 
people of the city were determined that the 
hospitalities of Portland should not be dis- 
graced by the performances of a few fanatics. 
Portland gave the veterans a splendid recep- 
tion, and it does not appear that the baggage 
of a single one was searched. 

It is of course wholly unnecessary to re- 
mark that the reunion at Portland was char- 
acterized by enthusiasm and the utmost good 
order. Whoever heard of drunkenness or 
disorder at a reunion of veteran soldiers? 
Such gatherings are of course noted for jovial 
feeling and good-fellowship, but the uni- 
versal experience is, that on these occasions 
all things are done decently and in good or- 
der. ‘The peace of a community is never so 
secure as when it contains a gathering of 
Union veterans who have assembled to renew 
their fellowship and recount the battles and 
sieges they have passed. It is quite possible 
they might feel inclined to pledge a toast or in- 
dulge a social glass, but it is only fanaticism 
run mad that would anticipate scenes of pub- 
lic drunkenness at such a time. In Portland 
asin every other place where veterans are 
gathered together there was good cheer and 
enthusiasm, and at the same time the most 
perfect good order. A fanatic whose blood 
was too cold to be warmed by the patriotic 
memories which the scene recalled might 
still be unable to find in it anything to con- 
demn. Anditis the sheerest hypocrisy to 
claim Portland as a prohibition town when 
there are 200 known places there where liquor 
is sold every day to several thousand citizens 
of the city with very little disguise or se- 
erecy. If the old veterans carried any liquor 
in their baggage into camp it was because of 
the bad quality of the liquor in Portland and 
not on account of its scarcity or difficulty in 

procuring it there, 

It would seem that by this time there 
ought to be very few people left in the coun- 
try to dread a gathering of old soldiers, At 
the close of the War there were many who 
thought that the disbanding of the armies 
would lead to riot and disorder. Such had 
been a common experience when a hireling 
soldiery was released from the restraints of 
military discipline in Europe, but it remained 
for the people to learn that the citizen sol- 
diers of this country were men of a very 
, different stamp. They returned to private 
life as easily as they changed their garb, and 
every prediction of trouble stood refuted.

BOILED WATER rie REM- 
DFT. 

The rapid spread of cholers in Spain is 
confirmed by the daily reports from the in- 
fected districts, showing the increasing num- 
ber of deaths and new cases. At present it 
seems to be confined to the Mediterranean 
frontier, but cases are reported as far inland 
as Madrid and its suburbs. The official re- 
ports for Monday show 855 new cases and 
$46 deaths, about one-half of which were in 
the Province of Valencia, Castillon and 
Murcia nearly covering the remainder. The 
disease rages most violently in the seaports, 
and as there is almost constant communica- 
tion between these and European ports, as 
well as the West Indies, there is a well- 
grounded possibility that in the course of the 
present summer it may not only get into 
France and Italy again, but reach England 
and cross the ocean to our own shores. Ex- 
perience has shown that the utmost vigilance 
does not always succeed in barring out the 
pest, and that it sometimes defies even sani- 
tary precautions, but this does not excuse 


negligence in instituting all possible pre- 


ventives to check its spread. 


Among all the preventives which have 


been suggested, the history of the disease 
shows that cleanliness is the most effective, 
as it is the cheapest, but for dirty people the 
hardest to apply. WL ile cleanliness should 
be practiced in every way, both personal and 
in connection with dwelling-houses and their 
neighborhoods, cleanliness in water is un- 
questionably the most effective form of ap- 
plying the remedy, because the cholera 
microbes breed most rapidly in impure water 
during hot weather, and are more easily con- 
veyed by it from point to point than by the 
air or by clothing. Prof. Baird of the Smith- 
sonian Institution has called attention to this 
agency for the spread of disease in a man- 
ner which deserves attention. He says in a 
letter to the Washington Star that during the 
Centennial he was stationed near the build- 
ings for six months, and, although cases of 
diarrhea were prevalent all about him, he 
found that the use of boiled water was an 
absolute preventive, and that while they had 
several cases of illness of this class before 
they began to use it they had none after- 
wards. He says: 

The fishy taste of the Potomac water at the 
present time, due tothe solution in it of de- 
composed vegetation, or of fresh-water 
sponges, can also be in t measure removed 
by the same process: I have usually enough 
water boiled in the morning to last through the 
day. This is placed in a large. water-cooler, 
without ice, and drawn from when required to 
fill ice-pitchers, etc; The water should boil 
actively for half an hour in order to kill the 
germs of disease. Of course this is only effect- 
ive in cases of organic impurities, as mineral 
poisons would not be destroyed thereby. 

In the history of cholera, as of almost all 
other contagious and epidemic diseases, it is 
found that they are constantly present in low, 
swampy districts where the water is stagnant 
and gives off offensive exhalations. The 
home of cholera in “India and other Asiatic 
countries is located in districts of this kind. 
Wherever swamps and stagnant pools abound 
there is disease in various forms, The same 
rule holds true in every country where the 
water is impure or has been fouled in any 
manner. Plymouth, Pa., which has suffered 
so terribly this year from typhoid-fever, is 
in a mountainous and naturally healthy coun- 
try, and its ordinary sanitary conditions were 
no worse than those of neighboring towns 
where there has been no disease at all. The 
cause of the epidemic there was a specific 
one and was easily traced to impure water. 
A little mountain stream became poisoned 
by the dejecta of one or two typhoid-fever 
patients, and, as it flowed into the reservoir 
which supplies the town, spread the {germs 
of disease broadcast. In New York City re- 
cently the filthy swamp of the Collect 
Pond,” underlying the Tombs Prison, was 
partially uncovered, during some repairs, re- 
sulting in the death of one of the prison of- 
ficials and the annoyance of the whole neigh- 
borhood. In this connection would it not be 
well for the Health Officer to examine the con- 
dition of the lake-front from Twenty-second 
street south to Thirty-ninth, where dumping 
of all kinds of refuse and even garbage has 
been going on for years? He will find that 
the inside basins between the breakwater 
and railroad tracks are simply huge pools of 
stagnant water filled with decomposing ref- 
use, which leaches out into the lake and taints 
it for some distance beyond the breakwater. 
In hot days when the wind is inshore the 
odor is very offensive and cannot but be un- 
healthy. By purifying such spots as these 
and by boiling the water from the lake which 
is used for drinking) purposes one of the 
principal causes of disease and of the spread 
of disease will be removed ; and by the addi- 
tional precautions of personal cleanliness, 
clean house premises, the destruction of 
kitchen refuse by burning, and the use of 
clean, wholesome, fresh food, there is no rea- 
son why any one need fear the cholera, even 
if it should reach the .

SELLING POLITICAL INFLUENCE. 

A mugwump newspaper, published less 
than a thousand miles from Chicago, prints 
a Washington telegram telling how ‘‘a high 
official connected with one of the depaft- 
ments has been selling his influence to ap- 
plicants for office.” It is interesting to learn 
that, although not a Cabinet officer, ‘* the 
guilty person has, itis understood, the con- 
fidence of one of the Secretaries,” and is, 
therefore, supposed to have made a 
good deal of money through the sale 
of political influence. It is uncertain 
how much more he might have made 
if he had only conducted the business 
with ordinary discretion, but it seems this 
reformer became so reckless that he took pay 
for offices which were never delivered ac- 
cording to the terms of the contract, and 
hence the matter was brought to the Presi- 
dent’s attention by a gentleman [?] who paid 
$300 for a $2,000 position which he was to 
secure within thirty days after the inaugura- 
tion.” ‘The dispatch adds: ‘‘ The affair has 
been kept very quiet, but the President is 
determined it shall be fully investigated, no 
matter how unsavory a scandal may result.” 

Why should the Democrats or their mug- 
wump sympathizers object to the sale of po- 
litical influence? Is it not an old Democrat- 
ic practice? Having practiced it in local af- 
fairs, was it not to be supposed that they 
would introduce it into the National Admin- 
istration at the first opportunity ? In Chica- 
go the Democratic Aldermen have made the

Perhaps, however, the sin of the polit- 
ical trader at Washington who stands high 
in the contidence of one of the Secretaries ” 
was in being found out. If he had taken pay 
only for such offices as he could deliver there 
would have been no investigation and no 
scandal. In the case now made public the 
dealer refused to furnish the office or return 
the money. Hence the defrauded gentle 
man (?) makes complaint. He complaias, 
not of the original contract, but of the fraud 
involved in the failure to carry it out after 
taking the price, and the Democracy will re- 
joice if it is this part of the swindle that is 
to be made the subject of investigation.

PRACTICABLE RAILROAD REFORMS. 

In a late issue we called attention to the 
difficulties which seem to attend the efforts 
of statesmen and others to master the rail- 
road problem, and ascribed it chiefly to the 
artificial methods that obtain in the conduct 
of the business, stating the self-evident truth, 
that in the absence of sound business princi- 
ples as a basis the system is fast breaking 
down of its own weight. There is reason to 
believe that not a few of the railroad men of 
the country are becoming convinced of the 
truth of the latter statement, however it may 
be with regard to the former, and are casting 
about them in the hope of discovering a rem- 
edy for an evil which they recognize to be a 
gigantic one and still growing with a burden 
that increases much more rapidly than does 
the volume of business they are able to ob- 
tain from the public. 

One of the most serious evils of the pres- 
ent system is the giving of secret rebates, 
either for the purpose of influencing business 
or favoring a friend of the road.” The 
giving of rebates demoralizes the officers, 
cuts down the profits of the corporations, 
makes it impossible to keep agreements in 
force between them, and confers no benefit 
on the producer; while at the same time it is 
fearfully destructive to the business of the 
country by rendering it apparently necessary 
for those who are not favored to resort to 
underhand methods for the purpose of 
„getting even.” And the evil tells with 
especial severity, as by far the greatest 
proportion of the rebates granted are 
paid on the transportation of farm products, 
thus placing a very large class of the commu- 
nity at the mercy of the few. It is probable 
that much less of the money paid for trans- 
portation now goes out in the form of re- 
bates and percentages than was the case a 
year or two ago, Whed the ring of “ cattle 
eveners was in the zenith of its power. 
But today the farmer in the Western States 
is isi complete ignorance of how much it 
costs to carry his property to Chicago or to 
the seaboard. It is true he can ship at the 
tariff rate, provided the local agents do not 
throw a vexatious obstruction in his way (and 
cases of that kind have been charged ere 
this). But he receives little or no benefit from 
the enormous amounts which are represented 
by the rebates, which places him at a vast 
disadvantage as compared with the individ- 
uals who are favored by the railroad officials. 
There can be no doubt that it would be very 
much to the interest of the companies as well 


‘as to the general public if the practice were 


reformed so as not to permit any freight to 
be carried for less than the published rates. 
If it be said that a change of this magnitude 
would be impossible it may be answered that 


would obtain about the same percentage of 
patronage as at present, but in greater vol- 


ume. In addition to this they would all save 
the rather large expenses that are incurred by 
the frequent changes of ‘program which are 
necessitated by the present system. 

This reform would pave the way to an- 
other and a very important one. It would 
obviate the now apparent obligation to em- 
ploy the men who devote most of their ener- 
gies to the effort to circumvent other roads. 
Such officers would in that case be entirely 
ornamental and might be dispensed with al- 
together. With their dismissal would vanish 
the necessity for paying the high salaries that 
are now drawn by some of the other officials 
whose services would still be required by the 
management. We note that the Southern 
Pacific Company has recently decided on a 
reduction of this character, and has dis- 
charged quite a number, including its Gen- 
eral Auditor, Master of Transportation, and 
a couple of civil engineers, as no longer 
needed. 

And with all these economies the deadhead 
nuisance should be swept out of existence. 
Every man and woman traveling on a rail- 
road ought to be made to pay fare, which 
would permit the issuance of tickets at a 
considerable reduction from the rates that are 


now charged to those who are unfortunate 


enough to have to pay for the rest. There 
is no good reason why officeholders, poli- 
ticlans, traders, and friends of directors 
should not pay fare; and the expunging of 
these classes of deadheads would carry with it 
the still morenumerous lot of people who live 
entirely by their wits or their cheek and ne- 
cessitate the publication of lists of men who 
obtain railroad passes for the purpose of sell- 
ing or spouting them. 


It is probably not too much toclaim that 


the adoption of the reforms here referred to 
would enable the railroads to reduce passen- 
ger rates by one quarter at least and freight 
charges by one-fourth from the present 
schedules, without making the business a 
whit less profitable. The result is worth try- 


ing for. 


Mineral Products of the United States. 

The second report on “The Mineral Re 
sources of the United States,“ by Albert WII 
jams, Chief of the Division of Mining Statistics 
and Technology, United States Geological Sur- 
vey, will be issued shortly. From advance 
sheets, it appears that the report is a most 
valuable addition to. the statistical information 
which the Government issues from time to 
time. The metallic mineral products are ten 
in number, and their vaiue during the year 
1884 was $186,097,599. Iron heads the list, $73,- 
761,624; silver follows next, $48,800,000; gold 
is third, $30,800,000: copper next, $17,789,687; 
and lead follows, $10,537,042. The value of the 
others is comparatively small, The non-metal- 


| lie mineral products are twenty-nine in num- 


ber and were valued at $220,007,021 in 1884. 
Of this amount the value of coal constitutes 
$143, 760,000; petroleum, $20,476,204; building 
stone, $19,000,000; lime, $18,500,000; and salt, 
$4,197,784. To this list is added about fifty 
minor minerals, the value of which is esti- 
mated at $7,000,000—making the total value of 
mineral products for 1884 $413,104,620. Dur- 
ing the year 1883 the value of the mineral 
products of the country was $452,204,628, and 
in 1882, $455,216,689. The falling off in 1884, 
compared with those years, js due more toa 
decline in price than to the falling off in quan- 
tity. These figures show the importance of the 
mineral industries of the country.

He de- 
fended the system of modified protection, 
which is absolutely necessary in view of the 
fiscal policy of the United States. He con- 
cluded by urging the special fiscal agreement 
between Engiand and the colonies and the de- 
votion of £1,000,000 to state-aided emigration 
to the British colonies. The meeting unani- 
mously resolved to form 4 committee to ar- 
range the Canadian section. 

A banquet was given this evening on the oc- 
casion of the presentation to Prince Albert of 
the freedom of the Fishmongers’ Company. 
Lord Rosebery, the Duke or Cambridge, 
United States Minister Phelps, and 
numerous other distinguished persons were 
among the guests. Mr. Phelps, replying to the 
toast to visitors, said he hoped twat the Prince 
would follow in his father’s footsteps. His 
short speech was heartily cheered. 

IRELAND. 


The Irish Artisans’ and Industry Exhibition 
at Dublin was formally opened to the public 
today. The ceremonies were.on a grand scale. 
The attendance was large and the enthusiasm 
of the thousands in attendance was most pro- 
nounced. Every available foot of space is 
occupied by exhibiters, and the display ‘is in 
every way most creditable. The first article 
sent for exhibition was a pair of horseshoes 
from a Tipperary biacksmith—an omen 


of good luck and success. The Lim- 
erick Atheneum has sent up its or 
gan, organ recitals being one prom- 


inent feature of the amusements provided. 
The aim is to revive national activity—to de- 
velop national resources. English restrictive 
legisiation and English commercial jealousy, 
with the enormous wealth of England at its 
command, bave suppressed one after another 
every Irish manufacture, every industry, every 
source of skilled and unskilled labor within the 
length and breadth cf the land. The agitation 
for political change has recently been sup- 
plemented by a less noisy but more effective 
agitation for the revival of trade. Not since 
the days of the TLoung Hrelanders has there 
prevaiied such an intense craving for indus- 
trial independence. Of this feeling the artisans’ 
and industry exposition is a mere manifesta- 
tion; but it is a manifestation that will perhaps 
do much toward reviving prosperity in this 
impoverished land. 

The Parnellites have of course done every- 
thing possible toward making the exhibition a 
success. But they have by no means negiected 
the political harvest that may be reaped at this 
juncture. They are now busily engaged in 
making preparations for tendering a hearty 
reception to the Hon. Dr. Kevin Izod O' Doherty 
on the occasion of his return to his native land. 
Mr. Michael Davitt ie urging the corporation to 
confer the freedom of the city on O' Doherty as 
a mark of appreciation of his eminent services 
in the Irish cause. 

[Mr. O’Doherty was one of the most prominent 
leaders in the 1848 movement, and, like many 
others implicated in the uprising, had to leave the 
country because of the persecution to which he 
was subjected after its failure. He sailed from 
Ireland twenty-five years ago and settled on the 
Island ot Tasmania, a British colony, and one of 
the Australian group. The doctor left Sydney, 
N. S. W., the 8th of May, and is expected to arrive 
at Dublin daily.] 

It 18 officially announced from the Vatican 
today that the Rev. Dr. Walsh of Maynooth 
College, the nominee of the Irish hierarchy, 
has been confirmed as Archbishop of Dublin 
by his Holiness the Pope. 

There are great rejoicings in Dublin and 
Newry over the official announcement of the 
appointment of the Rev. Dr. Walsh as Arch- 
bishop of Dublin. Bonflres are blazing in the 
streets and bands of music are serenading the 
Archbishop and leading nationalists. ) 

[This is a signal victory for the Irish National- 
ists. Errington and Cardinal Howard and their 
coterie of British emissaries have moved heaven 
and earth to have somebody else appointed. Dr. 
Walsh is a great friend of Archbishop Croke, and 
is in hearty sympathy with the Parnell movement. } 

The subscriptions to the fund for the family 
of the late A. M. Sullivan have been closed. 
The total amount subscribed in Engiand was 
£1,570 and in Ireland £7,430, making a grand 
total of £9,000. 

The Freeman's Journal of Dublin, in an edi- 
torial article, approves of the appointment of 
Sir William Hart Dyke as Chief Secretary ror 
Ireland. 

Farl Spencer will return to Dublin this af ter- 
noon, and a farewell reception will be given 
him in that city Saturday. 

The adverse comments upon the selections 
for the new Government seem to crystallize 
and centre upon the appointment of Sir WIll- 
iam Hart Dyke as Chief Secretary for Ireland. 
He is described as a grotesque, weak prig, 
fatally smart, and incurably irritable, curabie 
by turns, and is charged with having been a 
dead failure wherever tried. The Parnellites 
expect to have lots of fun at his expense, and 
even the Tories ridicule his appointment. 

The Freeman's Journal approves of the ap- 
pointment of the Earl of Carnarvon, who it 
says will be a good Viceroy, as far as Viceroys 
go, and, if content to drop the system of Earl 

Spencer, may actually become popular. Of 
Sir William Hart Dyke, the Freeman’s Journal 
says he is a decided improvement on those rul- 
ing the Irish office previously. 

AFGHANISTAN. 


The fortifications around Herat, designed 
primarily to protect that city against assault 
by the Russians, are being rapidly pushed to 
completion. 

The Afghan Boundary Commission will move 
in a short time near the line of delimitation. 

Ten lacs of rupees are to be sent immediate- 
ly to the Ameer of Afghanistan. This sum is 
intended to aid the Ameer in placing the coun- 
try in a better state of defense. 

The Russian Government has issued an or- 
der forbidding the newspapers to make any 
reference whatever to the action of Russia in 
the Afghan affair. 

Rumors are in circulation at Bombay that 
the arrest by the Russians of the clerk of the 
British Consul at Reshd, Persia, while bearer 
of a note from the Consul to the Russian com- 
mander at Sarakbs, was adeliberately designed 
and carefuliy planned affair on the part of the 
Russians. The arrest excites a good deal of 
indignation in certain quarters. 

A dispatch received here says an American 
who recently passed through Batoum, a town 
in Asiatic Russia, on the Black Sea coast, 
states that there are many gun-factories in 
full operation there, and that they are being 
worked secretly, and under such disguising 
names as hospitals, asylums, etc.

ACADEMY OF MUSICG—“ TLE FERNS.” 

There was only a hand of people in the 
Academy of Music Monday evening, where 
Myrtle Ferus was produced. The play is 
melodramatic in character, with several striking 
scenes that are rather crudely put together. 
The first act discloses a country view with the 
usual poor but happy home of the leg-cabin 
order in the foreground. rich young man 
comes wooing the frontiersman’s daughter, 
the latter being an éstimable young person 
without the faintest idea of acting. Her 
high-toned lover quarrels with his pros- 
pective father-in-law, and they part in 
anger. Then the villain appears in a 
cutaway coat and a siik hat, and in order to 
fasten acrime upon his rival puts a bowie- 
knife into the aged and honest man who had 
the misfortune to be the father of a pretty 
girl.

So determined, ipaeed, are some of these 
fabricators of frauds, that the following inci- 
dent is worthy of being published, to show the 
ingenuity they exercise in their peculiar call- 
mg. To discover an Indian grave is, of course, 
a red-letter day for the archeologist. Now, In- 
dian graves are manufactured to order, it 
would appear. At least the following recently 
occurred in New Jersey: A Philadelphia Flint 
Jack secured a half-decayed skeleton from a 
potter’s field in the vicinity, and placed it in a 
shallow excavation on the wasting bank of a 
creek in New Jersey, where Indian relics were 
frequently found.

ADDRESS OF THE COMMANDER-IN-OHIEF. 

The secret executive session of the National 
Encampment began at 11 o’clock this morning 
in the City-Hall with a full attendance 
of delegates. After calm the en- 
campment to order the Commander-in- 
Chief delivered his annual address. He 
said that four years ago there was a member- 
ship of nearly 70,000. March $1, 1885, thirty- 
eight departments reported 6,026 posts and 
269,684 members, while the report of the Adja- 
tant-General shows the membership to be 287,- 
637. The large number of 54,292 reported by 
the Adjutant-General as suspended during the 
year is due in great measure to the negligence 


and inefficiency of post officers. ‘Our 
Anances, the Commander-in-Chief con- 
tinued, are in excellent condition. We 


bave on band a cash balance of $15,224. 
The question having been raised as to 
whether the late comrade, Dr. B. F. Stevenson 
of Springfield, III., was really the first mover 
in the organization of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, it is deemed but simple justice to 
his memory, as well as family and comrades, 
to state that all authentic records confer upon 
him that very great honor. During the last 
eleven months there have been issued 50,000 
badges at a profit of $6,630. I heartily indorse 
the organization known as the Veterans’ Rights 
Union, the object of which is to secure to our 
comrades their rights and privileges under the 
Revisea Statutes of the United States. The 
union urges,as it rightfully may and ought, that, 
when the other qualifications are equal, the 
soldier should be preferred because he was a 
soldier. I am opposed to the perpetuation of 
the Grand Army, believing the mission of our 
great comradeship will have been fulfilled 
when the last comrade has joined the final 
muster-out. Knowing that there is nothing in 
the Grand Army of the Republic inconsistent 
with the most exacting personal duty or the 
strictest religion, I deemed it for the interest 
of the order to appoint a special committee to 
lay its nature and workings before the proper 
Catholic authorities of the United States, that 


they might know our organization has noth- 


ing to conceal, and that our purposes 
are commended by all who understand them. 
The committee reported, having fulfilled its 
mission, that assurances had been given by 
Archbishops Ryan and Gibbons that nothing 
could be found in the aims of the Grand Army 
to prevent any good Catholic from becoming a 
member.“ 

Tne Commander in-Chief deprecated partici- 
pation in politics as an organization, and 
urgently advocated the Mexican Pension bill 
and a bill to grant disabled soldiers a pension 
from the date of disability. He also urged 
that Decoration-Day be not desecrated by de- 
votion to recreation and pleasure. 

The Woman's Relief Corps now bas twenty- 
two permanent and three provisional depart- 
ments, with subordinate corps in neariy all 
the States where the Grand Army exists. 

GEN. GRANT REMEMBERED. 

Resolutions of sympathy with Gen. Grant 
were adupted by a unanimous rising vote, 
amid great cheering. Remarks were made by 
several comrades enlogistic of the sick soldier 
at Mount MacGregor, after which the usual 
committees were appointed and various re 
ports presented. 

THE WOMAN’S RELIEF CORPS. 

The formal session of the Woman's National 
Relief Corps opened with speeches by Past 
Grand Commander Paul Vandervoort of Ne- 
braska and Past Grand Chaplain Foster of New 
York. Mrs. Logan was introduced to the as- 
sembly, and in a few words thanked the dele- 
gates for the manner in which they greeted 
her. The report of the President for the year 
was read. After the adjournment Mrs. Gen. 
Logan held a reception.

BY THE SINKING OF THE STBAMER ITALIA— 
NEARLY ONE-HALF WERE CHILDREN. 
Lonpon, June 24.—Says a Mallendo dispatch: 
The steamer Italia struck a steep point near 
Lomas about 2 a.m. Friday, and sank in fit- 
teen minutes in deep water. Outof 134 pas- 
sengers and crew sixty-five were drowned. 


Sunday the Cachapoal picked up a 
boat containing thirteen survivors 
thirty miles south of Pisco.

DEATH ON THE RAIL. 


TWO MEN KILLED AND SIX OTHERS SERI- 
OUSLY INJURED IN A COLLISION ON THE 
WABASH ROAD NEAR ST. LOUIS. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., June 24.—/|Special.]—A few 
minutes after 12 o’clock today a terrific col- 
lision occurred on the Wabash Road twelve 
miles west of this city. The Ferguson accom- 
modation, a suburban train, due here at 12:25, 
left the Town or Ferguson, fourteen miles out, 
promptly on time. Through-freight No. 23 
going west was due in Ferguson before the ac- 
commodation left, but, as it did not appear on 
time, Conductor Mann of the accommoda- 
tion concluded the freight had switched at 
Woodstock Station, a few miles east of 
Ferguson. The accommodation was well 
filed with passengers, and started for the 
city at the rate of thirty miles an hour. The 
freight at the same moment left Woodstock for 
Ferguson, and the two trains collided ona 
curve about midway between the two stations. 
The freight engine was totally demolished, and 
Engineer Stewart, unable to jump free of the 
wreck, was instantly killed. The trucks were 
about all that remained on the track of the 
passenger engine. The engineer and firemen 
succeeded in saving their lives by jumping, but 
were dangerously injured, Conductor Mann 
was caught in the wreck and killed. The smok- 
er was telescoped and the following passengers 
dangerously injured: 

WILLIAM, HULL, Ferguson, right leg broken and 
scalp wounds. 

JOHN HOEFFNER, St. Louis; will probably die. 

HARRISON EDMUNDS, Jenning’s Station, injured 
spine.

THE MEXICAN CRISIS. 


NO CREDENCE PLACED IN THE STORY THAT 
THE CENTRAL’S SUBSIDIES HAVE BEEN 
SUSPENDED. 

Bosrox, Mass., June 24.—/[Special.]—In- 
quiry at the office of the Mexican Central Rail- 


| road in Boston this afternoon elicited the in- 


formation that they have heard nothing of the 
financial crisis in Mexico from their officials 
there, although they have telegraphed for in- 
formation. Treasurer Reynolds places no 
credence in the statement that subsidies are 
suspended, for several reasons, which may be 
briefly summarized as follows: 

1. This decree of the President is in pursuance 
of an act ot Congress, and that act contemplates no 


such thing. 

2. President Diaz would hardly go out of his way 
to do it, because he is the friend of railways and 
was President when the concessions under which 
they were built were granted. 

g. The railways are not completed, and itis for 
the interest of Mexico not to discourage their.com- 


pletion. » 
4. The railways have increased the revenues of 


the Government in a sum far greater than the sub- 
sidies they have received, and it is not reasonable 
to suppose that Diaz will seek to ‘‘kill the goose 


that lays the golden egg.“ 

5. If the faith of the Government toward the 
railway is broken the railway company is released 
from restrictions as to rates, etc., and thrown back 
upon its own resources and such protection as it 
can secure politically in Mexico and diplomatically 
in the United States. 

6. As Mexico is in a condition to invite financial 
aid from outside, it is absurd to suppose that the 
invitation is to be accompanied by an act of gross 
repudiation: 

Unquestionably most of the dispatch is oor- 
rect, but that about the subsidies does not 
purport to be news, ard is only assumption, 
which for the foregoing reasons may be dis- 
credited until confirmed.

No understanding has yet been reached as to 


what the east-bound freight rates shall be, or 
when the advance in rates is to be made. A meet- 
ing of the representatives of Eastern roads was 
held yesterday, but none of the representatives 
had any further advices from their superior offi- 
cers, and another adjournment was had until to- 
day. 

As far as can be learned the difficulty arises from 
the fact that after the Committee of Eighteen, at 
the meeting at Cincinnati, agreed to advance the 
rates to 20 cents on thirteenth class or 
grain and 25 cents on twelfth class 
that the roads from 
Chicago might make a rebate of five cents per 100 
pounds on grain only to meet the lake competition, 
the General Manager of one of the roads refused 
to ratify the agreement for the reason that it would 
be unfair to charge a lower rate on grain than on 
flour, millstaff, and other grain products. He also 
objected to the idea of giving a rebate. He there- 
fore notified the other roads that his company 
would only consent to make 4 15-cent rate flat on 
grain, flour, and other grain products from Chicago 
to New York, being of the opinion that an open 
rate of 16 cents would be better for all con- 
cerned. He is also of the opinion that 
a jump from 12 cents or 18 cents to 
20 cents is too great, and by making the advance 
gradually much more good can be accomplished 
and maintenance of rates secured. The other 
roads had their hearts set ona 20-cent rate, and 
have been making strenuous efforts ever since to 
induce that manager to change his position. It is 
for this reason that the representatives of the 
Eastern roads in this city are as yet with- 
eut any positive “instructions, The Gen- 
eral Manager above referred to is fully 
determined to adhere ' to his position. 
If the managers of the other roads refuse to ac- 
cede to his wishes all the work done at Cincinnati 
will have been in vain. As none of the roads, 
however, desire to keep up the present conflict and 


are anxious to get matters into better shape, it is 
quite certain that within a day or two the rates 
will be advanced to the basis of 15 cents on grain 
and four, Chicago to New York, and 20 cents on 
provisions, the advance to go into effect July 1. It 
is generally conceded that it will be better not 
to advance the rates too much at once.

THE NORTHWESTERN TRAFFIC ASSOCIA- 
TION GETTING INTO GOOD SHAPE. 


A further step in the settlement of the Wash- 
burn trouble has been made. The Commissioner 
of the Northwestern Traffic Association gave 
notice yesterday that an agreement had been 
reached between the St. Paul & Duluth and the St. 
Paul & Omaha Roads regarding rates between St. 
Paul and Washburn. The business of the Wash- 
burn line from May 13, the openmg of navigation, 
to June 20 is to be pooled at the following fates: 
First class, 25 cents; second class, 20 cents; third 
class, 15 cents; fourth class, 10 cents; fifth class, 
8 cents. The business~“from June 20 is to 
be pooled at the following rates: First 
class, 30 cents; second Glass, 20 cents; third class, 
18 cents; fourth class, 15 cents; and fifth class, 10 
cents. The rate on four from June 20 has hereto- 
fore been fixed by the St. Paul committee and the 
Commissioner at 12% cents. All that now remains 
to be done to settle the mplications regarding 
rates via the Washburn line is for Arbitrator 
Bogue to fix the rate at which the flour business 
from May 13 to June 20 is to be pooled. As here- 
tofore stated, the St. Paul & Duluth Railroad Com- 
pany, which is not a member of the Northwestern 
Traffic Association, has agreed to maintain tariff 
rates, being guaranteed a certain amount of busi- 
ness daily. 


THE CAR ACCOUNTANTS, 

'MINNBAPOLIS, Minn., June 24 .—[Special. }—The 
National Oar Accountants’ Convention was con- 
tinued today. The committee on per diem charge 
for cars reported that if any change was made from 
the present basis the committee were in favor of a 
per diem rate, pure ahd simple. They thought 
that if the rate should be 35 cents tor each full day, 
including Sundays and holidays, for fractions of 
days no charge should be made. The Committee 
on Distribution of Cars rendered avery lengthy re- 
port, including the views of a number of General 
Managers of the principal roads of the country. 
The report and the views of the man- 
agers all favored a distribution to de made 
by acentral authority whose control of the equip- 
ment must be absolute. The experience of the 
roads which had tried that plan was entirely satis- 
factory.

MEETING OF THE MINNESOTA DAIRYMEN— 
A KANSAS CITY CONVENTION. 

MOORHEAD, Minn., June 24.—[Special.}—

The town is bandsomely decorated and dun- 
dreds of farmers have driven in from the sur- 
rounding country to carry out excursion par- 
ties to see the farms of the Red River Valley 
country. This afternoon a resolution of thanks 
was passed to President Hill of the Manitoba 
Road for his efforts to improve the breed of 
cattle through the Northwest. 

Kansas City, Mo., June 24,-—[{Special.}—A 
meeting of cattie-growers was held here yes- 
terday for the purpose of organizing a Jersey 
Breeders’ Association of Missouri and Kansas. 
A dozen or more prominent Jersey cattle- 
raisers were present. J. 8. Richardson of the 
famous Jersey cattie firm of Richardson Bros. 
of Davenport, Ia., is among those present. 
Morning, afternoon, and night sessions 
were held at the St. James. The merits of the 
Jerseys were the principal topic of conversa- 
tion. The matter of baying annual sales at 
Kansas City, such as are already instituted by 
the Short-Horn breeders, was discussed.

It an unfair, 
torted statement, giving only one side of the 
case, and was broughton by the New York 
Assistant District Attorney at a time 
when the Dairy Commission was not able to be 
present. It was atravesty upon justice and 
should never bave been allowed to go to the 
Court of Appeals as in any way a test of the 
validity of any of the provisions of this law. 
The decision of the Court of Appeals, however 
honéstly arrived at, has done immense injury 
to the dairy interests of our State, and, even in 
the one-sided case presented for their consider- 
ation, their decision is in conflict with that of 
the Circuit Court of the United States and of 
the highest courts of the United States. The 
Dairymen’s Association propose to bring other 
suits immediately, and, in case the decision 
is against them, they will appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court.

CONSECRATION OF THE FIRST COLORED 
BISHOP OF THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH—MEETING OF THE AFRICAN 


METHODISTS. 

New Tonk, June 24.—The Rev. Dr. Samuel 
David Ferguson was consecrated a Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church this morning 
at Grace Church. Presiding Bishop Lee of 
Delaware was the consecrator. His assistants 


were Bishops Stephens of Pennsylvania and 
Littlejohn of Long Isiend. Bishop Ferguson 
is the first colored member of the American 
House of Bishops. He was born in Charleston, 
S. C., forty-three years ago, and emigrated to 
Africa with his parents when 6 years old. He 
was educated altogether in the mission schools 
in that country, and was ordained in 1865. He 
will go to Cape Palmas in about two weeks. 
His official title will be ‘** Missionary Bishop of 
Cape Palmas and Adjoining Parts.“

This 
is true as covering a large area in the Red 
River Valley, although the cool weather of the 
last few days bas saved the grain in many 
fields that would have suffered much damage. 
On the high and roling ground along the 
Northern Pacific Railroad no bas 
sulted, but, on the contrary, the rains have 
been of great benefit. In the southern part of 
Minnesota the result of the recent wet weather 
is being seen in the rapid growth of 
which in some localities are said to be choking 
the wheat.

Two weeks ago Judge Blodgett gave a decision 
in favor of the defendants in the case of George 
F. Brown against the Union Insurance Company. 
Brown shipped a cargo of corn on the canalboat 
Monitor and insured it with the Union. The boat 
sank in the Illinois & Michigan Canal before reach- 
ing Chieago, and the cargo became a total loss. 
The insurance company claimed that the boat was 
not seaworthy, and the court coincided. Brown 
now asks for a new trial, and has fled in the United 
States District Court voluminous affidavits made 
by the master and crew of the State dredge and 
wrecking boat to the effect that when the Monitor 
was being removed from the canal a large auger 


hole wus discovered in the bottom near the bow, 


which, on examination, proved to have been bored 
from the inside and never plugged. Accompany- 
ing the affidavits are the planks containing the 
mysterious auger hole, The plaintiff claims that 
it was the auger hole and not the alieged unsea- 
worthiness of the boat that caused the loss on his 
cargo. Judge Blodgett has taken the matter under 
advisement. It is stated that the Continental In- 
surance Company, which paid the loss on the hull, 
proposes to investigate. 


FREIGHTS AND CHARTERS. 


Only a limited amount of business was transacted 
in the market for lake freights yesterday. There 
was some inquiry for tonnage, but the offerings for 
Buffalo were confined to line boats. Line agents 
were demanding 134 cents on either wheat or corn 
to Buffalo, but only small lots were obtained at 
that rate, shippers refusing to pay over IX cents. 
The prop Boston for 80,000 bushels of corn and 
prop Rochester for 45,000 bushels of corn were re- 
ported at 1½ cents to Buffalo. The steam-barge 
D. M. Wilson and consorts C. B. Jones and 
Manitowoc, for 118, bushels of corn, 
were placed for Ogdensburg at 8 cents. 
The sebr Elgin, which was placed for Colling- 
wood Tuesday, was yesterday chartered to go for 
a load of cedar, the shipper being unable to ob- 
tain enough corn to fill his order. 

The schr M. J. Cummings was chartered for ore 
from Escanaba to Chicago at 60 cents. 

There was no change in lumber freights. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., June 24. — yy? tre | feel- 
ing in coal freights to Chicag ilwaukee is 
stronger. Not a charter was made for either of 
those ports, though the prop Connestoga will take 
up a cargo for the Pennsylvania Company. Vessel 
agents had the prop Cuba and consorts Donaldson 
and Stewart on hand, and several from Ohio ports, 
but would not place any of them at the rates which 
have been prevailing for some time. The agents 
of the Union, Western, and Anchor lines have 
decided not to carry any more coal at 
present for less than 75 cents. Those 
linés have about eighteen propellers adapted for 
handling coal, and have of late carried a large 
amount of it. There is very littie other tonnage 
coming here direct, and ore vessels will 
not come here from Ohio ports unless in- 
ducements are offered. This movement of 
the line men, therefore, must have an up- 
ward effect on rates. Shippers today would not 
budge, and would offer nothing better than 65 cents

REVOLUTION IN STEEL-MAKING. 


FULL DESCRIPTION OF THE CLAPP-GRIF- 
FITHS STEEL PRUCESS—PHOSPHOROUS IN 
ORE NO LONGER OBJECTIONABLE—ONLY 
COSTS 33 PER TON TO CHANGE PIG INTO 
STEEL—A CHEAP PLANT OF $60,000 WILL 
PRODUCE 100 TONS OF STEEL DAILY. 
Bradstreet’s, June 20: The experiments that 

have been made by skilled metallurgists within 

the last few months of the Clapp-Griffiths steel 
process eonclusively settle whatever doubt 
may have existed of the commercial value of 
the process. The steel used in the tests was 
obtained from the plant erected last year by 
the firm of Oliver Brothers & Phillips of Pitts- 
burg. The converters used in operating the 
process are stationary, with removable bot- 
toms, each holding from two to three tons. 

The blast, instead of entering through tuyeres 

in the bottom of the vessel, as in the Bessemer 

process, passes into the converter through the 
sides some little distance above the bottom. 

While this change,has been thought to be 

only a simple mechanical modification of the 

Bessemer converter, it has an important bear- 

ing upon the steel produced, causing, by the 

rapid oxidation of the iron, the almost entire 
elimination of the silicon. The converter also 
has a slag tap-hole, situated at such a distance 
above the tuyeres that when the slag forms 
and boils up it will run off. After the melted 
pig-metal is charged into the converter the 
blast, which varies from five to eight pounds 
pressure, is turned on, and the blowing is con- 
tinued for from ten to twelve minutes. When 
all the carbon bas been removed from the iron 
the blast is reduced by an ingenious arrange- 
ment of machinery to a pressure sufficient to 
keep the tuyeres clear, generally about two 
and a halt pounds, and the metal is then run 
into a ladie, at which stage of the process the 
necessary quantity of ferro-manganese, pre- 
viously broken into small pieces, is added. 
Although by the Clapp-Griffiths process the 
decarbonization of the iron is effected in the 
‘Same nranner as by the Bessemer process, by 
the blowing of air at pressure through the 
molten mass in the vessel, yet the different ar- 
rangement of the plant and the method of 
working produces a steel that differs in a num- 
ber of important respects from the product of 
the Bessemer ** While the Bessemer 
process removes neither the phosphorus nor 
silicon from the pig-metal, the Clapp-Griffiths 
process produces a steel that is almost entire- 
ly free from silicon, but it does not remove 
any of the phosphorus, there being, in fact, a 
higher percentage of that metal in the resuit- 
ing steel, caused by the quantity which was in 
the iron at the commencement of the process 
remaining throughout the blast, while a certain 
quantity ot the meta! is lost in conversion. 
The experiments that have been made with 

the Clapp-Griffiths process have created quite a 

sensation in engineering circies by their re- 

sults. Ever since the introduction of the Bes- 
semer process the nce of phosphorus to 

a ble extent in steel has been con- 

der the metal useless for the production of 

rails, plates, or any other form of manufact- 
ured steel, and it was to remove the large per- 
centage of phosphorus in some grades of pig- 
iron, and also to enable steel manufacturers to 
use the large deposits of iron ore too high in 
phosphorus for the Bessemer process, that the 
basic prosess was introduced. Since the Clapp- 

Griffiths steel has been tested it has been 

found that as long as the silicon is removed 

from steel the presence of a large percentage 
of phosphorus in no way interferes with 
the quality of the metal. Steel pro- 

duced by this process containing 54 

per cent of phosphorus, but with only 

a trace of silicon, when rolied into test 

bars, bent double when: cold without the slight- 

est sign of fracture, and when worked hot the 
behavior of the metal was all that could be de- 
sired. By what means the silicon is removed 


has not as yet been thoroughly determined, 


but experts are of the opinion that the early 
oxidation of the iron forms a base which elim- 
mates the silicon of the bath when the cinder 
runs off. s 

It is to manufacturers who have heretofore 
made wrought-iron that the Clapp-Griffiths 
process is especi valuable. We doubt if 
there is an iron rolling-mill owner who bas not 
been sensible to the serious inroads that steel 
has been making during the last few years 
into the iron business. The iron-rail industry, 
which a decade ago was one of the leading 
branches ot the iron trade, has been almost 
totally extinguished by the competition of the 
steel rail, and the manufacturers of iron nails 
cannot fail to see that their business is in dan- 
ger of sharing the same fate by the competi- 
tion of the steel nail. All branches of the 
manufactured iron trade feel the effects of the 
competition of steel. 

To the biast-furnaces of this country the 
Vlapp-Griffiths process offers advantages that 
are equal it not superior in question of cost ot 
production to the benefits which the rolling- 
mills would derive from operating. While the 
cost of erecting the plant at blast-furnaces 
would ve about the same as at the rolling-mills 
the cost of producing the steel would be less. 

At blast-furnaces there would be a saving as 
compared with rolling-mills in the cost of labor, 
in the remelting of the pig- iron, and on treigbts. 
Between each cast at furnaces the majority of 
the workmen have little or no work to perform, 


| while a few have only to prepare the casting- 


bed for the next cast. With converters con- 
nected with the furnace the preparation of the 
casting-bed becomes unnecessary, and the 
main body of the men around the furnace 
could be employed in converting the pig metal 
into steel as it comes from the furnace. Be- 
sides saving the cost of transporting the pig- 
iron to the mill, the time, labor, and fuel nec- 
essary to remelt the pig metal would be a clear 
gain in favor of the blast-furnace. Of course 
the furnace would be compelled to pay the 
freight on the steel to the rolling-mill. That it 
is possible to take the molten iron direct from 
the blast-furnace and convert it into steel has 
been fully proven by a number of Bessemer 
steel manufacturers inthis country and abroad 
who produce steel direct from the furnace. 

A careful estimate places the cost of con- 
verting pig-iron into steel by the Clapp-Grif- 
fiths process at from $3 to $4 a ton at biast-fur- 
naces, and about $6 a ton at rolling-milis. As 
compared with the other stee]-making processes 
the cost of erecting a Clapp-Griffiths plant is 
small, and this fact alone will lead to the ex- 
tensive introduction of the process into the 


different iron-works of the country. At an ex- 
pense not exceeding $60,000 a plant of two con- 


verter@could be built, including all machinery 
and necessary builaings, which would be vapa- 
ple of producing from eighty to 100 tons of in- 
gots in twenty-four hours.

THE JURY IN THE HILLMAN INSURANCE 
CASE FAIL TO AGREE AND ARE DISs-

LEAVENWORTH, Kas., June 24.—[Special. j— 
Judge Brewer allowed the jury in the Hillman 
case to separate last night. He gave asa 
reason for it that they had had a long, hard 
siege in trying the case, and as some of them 
were aged men he would let them go, but they 
must return at 9 in the morning.

At 4 o’clock this afternoon 
the jury again sent word to Judge Brewer that 
they still stood six to six and could not agree, 
and he discharged them, This was the second 
trial of the case in the United States Court 
bere, the two trials having occupied forty 
days and cost exclusive of attorneys’ fees 
$10,000. Witne were brought here from 
Various parts of Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, and 
Texas, and 1,200 closely-written pages of depo- 
sitions read. Mrs. Hillman. is very much dis- 
appointed over the disagreement of the jury, 
as she confidently expected a verdict. She 
says that though she is almost penniless she 
shall try to get another trial soon, and that 
the $25,000 insurance on her husband’s life 
draws 7 per cent interest, and there is now due 
her $35,000, she can afford to bide her time.

that the Italians who spoke on the steps of the 
Pantheon, affirming with truth the love of 
Italy for her sister nation, should have omitted 
to say that the best Italian macaroni was to 
be obtained at the shop M. Ferrari,“ etc.

Victor Hugo’s will is also a subject of dis- 
cussion, being severely criticised, as it now 
turns out that the 100,000 francs de- 
quest to the “poor of Paris whom he so 
loved never existed save in the imagina- 
tion of those who. invented it as a 
likely bait for the vox populi. No, the pau- 
pers of Paris are not even mentioned in the in- 
strument by which the poet’s entire fortune, 
something between six and ten millions of 
francs, is devised to his two grandchildren, 
saddled only with a commission of from 15 to 
30 per cent to his on the posthumeus 
sale of his works, and two legacies—one a 
scanty provision for the support ot his daugh- 
ter Adele, who is in a lunatic asylum, the oth- 
er to his son’s widow, now Mme. Lockroy, this 
last being an annuity representing the interest 
at 5 per cent of the dower brought by that lady 
on her marriage with Charles Hugo, by whom 
it was squandered in riotous liying. Victor 
was pot munificent during his lifetime, and 
deuth has set the seal to his reputation for 
parsimony. 

Still, it is an ill wind that blows no good; if 
the proletarians proper have not gained much, 
the artists, and the photographers, and the print- 
sellers have literally coined money. There is 
scarcely a roof in France under which does not

* temperature of water changes less rap- 
idly than that of the land both in gaining heat 
and in losing it. Also the movement of the 
air currents tends to equalize the 4emperatures 
of adjacent land and water masses. Hence 
the water is relatively cooler in summer, and 
the general effect in both seasons is a temper- 
ing of the severity of the weather on the land. 
But the slowness with which water changes its 
temperature at the surface is largely dependent 
upon its depth. A shallow lake is soon frozen 
over in severely cold weather, and then it be- 
comes a cause of reduced warmth on the land 
instead of the reverse. This is the case with 
the lake opposit Chicage. . Therefore, while the 
qnestion cannot be answered explicitly, it may 
be said that the effect of nearness to the lake 
at Chicago & rather a lessening of the summer 
heat than a tempering of the winter’s oold.]

It is surprising that in a city where financial 
interests have reached such proportions as in 
Chicago, and where there are so many local se- 
curities, no facilities have ever been provided 
by any organization for giving practical ex- 
pression to an opinion that the price of a se- 
curity was too high unless the operator bap- 
pened to own that security. That is to say, 
there never have been any facilities for selling 
short. That method is now recognized as 
legitimate at all the financial centres of this 
country and Europe, and almost everywhere, 
save in Chicago, it is easy to make use of it. 
It is needed here as a regulator of the market. 
Local securities have advanced a good deal 
in the last few months, and it is 
thought by many people that when the 
rates for money rise—as they are likely to do 
in the fall—these securities will decline. In 
any of the other leading cities expression 
would be given to this opinion by short sales, 
bat they are almost unknown here except in 
the way of options for from 10 to 60 days, 
which is a method having decided disadvan- 
tages. If there should be a sudden rise in the 
rates for money the decline in some of the se- 
curities might be so rapid as to frighten per- 
sons not familiar with the markets into selling 
investment holdings at an unnecessary sacri- 
fice. There is no short interest to sustain

prices. An effort is being made by the Stock 


Exchange to provide facilities for short sales. 
The officials of the Consumers’ Gas Company

Provisions were quiet in a speculative way, but 
firm as compared with grain. The local hog mar- 
ket was steady, but not strong. The chief feature 
in the market for product was a better demand for 
ribs, about 1,500,000 Ibs being bought before noon, 


half of them dy Baldwin. The reason for 
this was an enigma till near the close, 
when it transpired that there had 


been largé sales of sweet-pickied hams at higher 
prices, and that beef hams were marked up in sym- 
pathy. Ribs sold 260 higher, to 85.47 for Au- 
gust at the close, with July at nearly 10c discount 
and September at 10e premium. Lard was rather 
tame, it being understood that some of the packers 
were bearish on the article, but it only closed 26 
lower, at $6.70 for August, with July at 7i¢c dis- 
count and September at 10c premium. Pork sold 
50 lower, to $10.324 for August at the close, 
July at 10c discount and September at 100 pre- 
mium. 

Flour was again quiet, though there was a little 
better inquiry for low grades, of which not much 
was offered. The tone of the market was easy, 
but no change in prices was noted. . 

Wheat was heavy. The British markets were 
called steady, though quiet, and our receipts were 
smaller. But the report came in that New York 
was weak, with large selling by Hickox, probably 
on estimates by Walker that England has all the 
wheat she will want up to September, with St. 
Petersburg sending more to Western Europe than 
our Atlantic ports are doing. New York also sent 
some selling orders here, and the resulting heavi- 
ness was intensified by reports that our own wheat 
cfop is promising much better, and St. Louis sent 
word that a great deal of wheat was Being thrown 
there for the same reason. The selling here was 
rather general than large. It would prob- 
ably have deen larger if" the crowd 
would 1 © taken more. Lyon, Oliver, 
Eldridge, Jones, Ream, and G. Smith were the 
principal sellers, and a good many small lots were 
sold against the privileges of the previous after- 
noon. There was not much of a reaction from the 
initial weakness here. August sold a shade higher 
early. at 9160, and declined to 90, asked, closing 
at 90560, with June at 25¢c discount, July at 2e 
discount, Septemher at a little more than 2c pre- 
mium, and October at ee premium. Car-lots of 
No. 2 spring in store sold at 7 Kasse and No. 3 do 
at 785. 

Red winter wheat was entirely nominal, at 93c 
for No. 2 and 87e for No. 3. 

Corn was quiet and weak, though Liverpool re- 
ported an advance of d per cental. Our receipts 
for the day were larger than some had expected, 
and the heavy feeling in wheat, with the finer 
weather, made holders of corn more anxious to 
sell, while it caused buyers to hold of. June was 
offered freely in the early part of the day, which 
led to a suspicion that the longs have get tired of 
the prospect, and the resulting decline brought out 
several lots for July on stop-orders. Afterwards 
September was the most freely offered and sank to 
e discount from August, whereas it had been at 
Ve premium the previous day. Lester and Field- 
Lindley were the principal sellers for this month. 
The shipping part of the business was very dull, 
and most of the sample lots were sold to go to 
store. July sold Me higher early, at Te, and de- 
clined to 46%c, closing at Ce bid, with June at 
ne premium and August and September at Me 
discount. The year sold sparingly at (IK. Car- 
lots in store sold at Tad for No. 2, with 45% 
@46c for No. 8 and aue for No.4. Free-on-board 
lots sold at 4634@46%(c for No. 3 and Mer No. 3 
yellow, with No. 4 at 43@44%{c for ordinary quali- 
ties. 

Oats were weak in sympathy with whest and 
corn. The volume of trading was fair. June 
opened at 32e, sold down to ue. and closed at 
32%@32%c. July sold early at 82%{c, went back to 
e, closing at ge bid, being e lower than 
Tuesday. August ranged at Teste, and closed 
at ige bid. The sales for September were at 26% 
Nute, closing at 20% bid. In the in-store market 
No. 2 sold early at te and closed at about 2e. 
The sample market was easy early and steady 
later, No. 2 white closing at 3644c. No. 3 white was 
dull, especially for poor samples. The offerings 
were liberal and they were about all taken. The 
sales were at 82@33c for No. 3; 34@35%{c for No. 3 
white; 3834@350 for No. 2; 36@37c for No. 2 white; 
and 38c for barley oats. | | 

Rye was easy and futures were 
and July. were salable at 686. For August 630 was

store market No. 2 cash sold at 63c, The sample 
market was steady, with light receipts and a limit- 
ed demand. The sales were at 57@59¢ for No. 3 
and 6G for No. 2. 

Barley was weak and inactive, but for the sale of 
3 cars at die for No. 4 and 48@45¢ for No. 3. Fut- 
tres were not mentioned. 

Millstuffs were steady for the best grades and 
heavy and weak for low stocks. Choice bran sold 
at $11.00@11.50, winter-wheat bran at 811.50 11.75. 
medium bran at 610. 726 10.876. and dirty at 10.35 
10.30. Middlings sold at $12.25 for coarse, $12.50 
13.00 for medium, and $13.60@17.25 for fine. 

The seed market was quiet, only a few odd lots 
of the different kinds of seed being offered, and 
futures were inactive except tor September flax. 
Timothy seed was steady, prime seed selling at 
$1.46. Some poor lots sold at $1.00@1.30. Septem- 
ber delivery was salable at about $1.40. Clover 
was steady and nominally $4.90@5.20 for common 
to choice, With a sale of the former at $4.90 and a 
sale ot Mammoth at $5.10. Flax was very firm. 
No. 1 cash sola at $1.22}4@61.23, Sep- 
tember delivery on track sold at 
$1.20}. The year was salable in the regular way 
at $1.19 and on track at $1.19%. Hungarian seed 
was nominally 65@65c, with a sale of poor at 450. 
Common millet was quotably 55@65c. A small poor 
lot sold at 45c. German miliet was nominally 60 
900. Buckwheat was quiet at about sosse for 
prime seed. 

The jobbing trade is as dull as at any time this 
season. Orders are strictly in accordance with the 
necessities of current trade, and mount up to only 
a small aggregate. There was a generally steady 
market for staple groceries. The only exception 
was sugar, which was offered 6 lower—granulat- 
od at e and A’s at 654c. There was a quiet and 
generally steady market tor cured fish. Mackerel, 
owing to a very light catch, are firmer, having ad- 
vanced $1.00 per bri at the East. Butter and cheese 
remained quiet, but were nominally steady. Otis 
dull and, excepting a slight decline in lard, un- 
changed. 

The volume of business on the street markets 
was light, the demand being nothing like equal to 
the receipts. This was especially so with refer- 
ence to what may be called the leading fruits and 
vegetables. The arrivals of strawberries were not 
heavy—16,000 cases—bat there being no outside in- 


quiry there were too many for local consumption, - 


and the prices went down asa matter of course. 
Poor fruit was taken by the peddlers at 25@35c for 
16 qts. Choice Michigan berries would not bring 
more than 506600, fancy Racines sold at 856, and a 
few cases of selected Sharpless fruit realized $1.00 
@1.25. Even at those low figures the buyers 
grumbled and wanted the offerings at half the 
money. The trouble is overproduction, and the 
growers are consequently the sufferers. At 50c per 
case they come out about even, getting nothing for 
rent and labor and giving the fruit away. The mar- 
ket was glutted with black and red raspberries. 
Nass continued weak and dull. New potatoes were 
in better demand and firmer and the poultry mar- 
ket was weak. There was considerably more hay 
in offering than could be sold, and prices were low- 
er. Common grades could not be sold at all. 

The promise of a better wheat harvest in Mis- 
souri, Kansas, and Southern Illinois took the stiff- 
ness out of the market in St. Louis yesterday. It 
was down in the afternoon to nearly 2c below the 
price of twenty-four hours previously. The weak- 
ness here was said in the afternoon to be partly 
due to New York selling orders, which were sent 
by men who heard a rumor that there is hot wheat 
in Chicago. If they did get such a rumor it was a 
false one, as our wheat was never in better condi- 
tion than now. An attempt was made to trace the 
authorship of the said rumor, but 80 far without 
success. 

It is thought that if the rates for carrying wheat 
do not soon widen out there will be a great deal of 
it on the market. Two cents per month does not 
leave much for the use of the money after paying 
storage and insurance, and the residue is not at- 
tractive to carriers, even if money is cheap. 

A good deal of the wheat now in store here is 
practically held for parties in the country, who 
bought futures some time ago, when they first be- 
came convinced that the crop will be a short one, 
and have held on ever since. The bears are count- 
ing on this wheat being thrownin despair by the 
holders as soon as they find that the market is 
radically a weak one. They (the bears) appear to 
be doing their best to hammer the market down to 
the point indicated. 

Private cables yesterday intimated a somewhat 
better feeling in breadstuffs on the other side of 
the Atlantic, in sptie of insinuations to the con- 
trary. There were orders here for several thou- 
sand sacks of flour, some of which were filled, 
while others were limited too low. Dunn bought 
about 80,000 bu wheat on foreign orders. 

Yesterday’s dullness on Change was intense 
enough to permit the getting up of a mock petition 
to a director who has just returned to the city after 
a short absence. He is asked to resign on the 
ground of “ offensive partisanship ’’ in his choice 
of men whom he asks to go out with him for a 
short walk. 

It was reported here yesterday afternoon that
